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STRETCHABLE AND SHRINKABLE 
TREE LIGHT STRINGS 

FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

[0001] This application relates to light strings on trees and in particular to trees which 

expand and contract. 

5 BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

[0002] A conventional lamp light string set in a Christmas light string includes a lamp 
bulb, a lamp base, a lamp holder, multiple electrical conductors, receptacles or flasher control, 
wherein the electrical conductors can be single, double or more than two conductors wound into 
an electrical circuit. The distributed conductors can be formed in one, two or more than two 

10 electrical conductors, such as the FIG. 4 of U.S. Pat. No. 4,241,387, and the FIGS. 1 and 2 of the 
prior art in this case. In general, the electrical conductors are to be wound in the trees. This is 
troublesome and monotonous. Further, such kind of work has been used for several years. The 
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
